The Gloucester Festival Committee were desirous of engaging Mr. 
John Parry for the evening concerts, but he will be at Liverpool during 
the week in which the Gloucester meeting takes place. 

Mr. Bunn was still in Paris on Monday last. He has engaged Duprez 
for twelve nights, and Madame Balfe for the same period, who will ap- 
pear in Anna Bolena. Anna Thillon is engaged for two months—Mr. 
Bunn having stolen a march on Mr. Maddox, of the Princess’s, who 
was also in search of stare at Paris. Mr. Bunn’s other engagements for 
Drury Lane are Dumilatre and Carlotta Grisi. Miss Rainforth, Miss 
Delcy, Miss Romer, Miss Poole, Borrani, Stretton, and Harrison, will 
be alao included in the operatic arrangements. The theatre is to open 
on the first of October. Balfe is actively engaged with Mr.Bunn in 
writing a new opera. Balfe’s Bohemian Girl, with an additional act, 
is to be produced at the Academie Royale. His Quatre Fils Aymon 
is popular at the Opera Comique, and an English version is destined for 
the Princess’s. Rossini’s Otel/o, in a few days, will be brought out at 
the Academie, with Duprez as the Moor, Baroilhet as Jago, and Stolz 
as Desdemona. Campanoli, formerly basso at the Italian Opera in 
Paris, has just committed suicide at Turin, by cutting his throat, having 
lost the sum of 10,000 francs. Tamburini, who lost nearly 400,000 
francs by the failure of Caccia, the banker, for whose estate a dividend 
only of ten per cent, is anticipated, bears his misfortune with great forti- 
tude. He leaves Paris this week for St. Petersburgh, where he will 
remain until Ash-Wednesday, and then will be open for a London en- 
gagement. Pauline Garcia quits Paris also in a few days for the Russian 
capital. She has wonderfully improved, and will decidedly be the great 
European singer. With the fortune she has realized in Vienna and St. 
Petersburgh she has lately purchased a beautiful estate near Paris. 

American Theatricals.—Brougham at the Museum.—We have 
seldom passed a more pleasant evening than on Saturday at the Boston 
Museum (a Boston cotemporary remarks), in discussing the descriptions, 
anecdotes, and impersonations of the celebrated Irish comedian, John 
Brougham, upon whom the mantle of the lamented Power seems to have 
fallen with wonderful virtue.

great seriousness and awful denunciations when excited, their queer ad- 
mixture of mirth and pathos—were so life-like and impressive as to waken
